Thus the aim of the writer of tlie 
verse quoted above 1b to show us that 
there is one Intensity ot feeling pro- 
duced hy atlmulatlng the senses, an- 
other by QUieliening the spiritual lite 
within. One is ruin, the other Salva- 
tion, 

The Craving for Life 

The craving 'for life and more life, 
[cr exclioment aud tht-ill, lax escape 
from monotony, Is the desire that IJfis 
at the bottom of many forms of activ- 
ity which ^fe as diverse as possible. 
It constitutes the fascination of the 
politician's life, of the warrior's 
career, cf the explorers wanderlnga. 
In a far lower form it stimulates the 
plea.sui'e of the gani.bler's lite ;:r.d 
that of Ihe votaries ot fashion and 
sport. What they crave is the free- 
dom from boredom, the power oi 'feel- 
ing iuteusely. 

The proper and iiatm?.! -.L'tlet tor 
this feeling, however, Is the lite of 
the Spirit. What is religion but fuller 
life? To live In the Spirit is to have 
keener [eelings and mightier powers 
— to rise into a, higher consciousness 
of life. 

Tills is an intense feeling, too In- 
tense to be excited, profound In its 
calmness, yi;t rising at times in Its 
higher flights Into that ecstatic lite 
which is well described as "fulness of 
joy," These are the Pentecostal hours 
at our existence, when the Spirit 
comes as a mighty rushing wind fill- 
ing the soul with Qod. 

We see the dift'erence then between 
drunkenness and being niled ^ft'lth the 
Spirit. One fulness begins from with- 
out, the other from Within. One pro- 
ceeds from the Hesh and then in- 
fluences the emotions. The other re- 



verses this order. Stimulants Uke 
strong drink, Inflame the senses, and 
through them set the itnaglnatlon an<l 
feelings on Are; and the law of our 
spiritual being la, that that which be- 
gins with the Spl.nt, on the other 
hand, spiritualizes the senses, in 
which It subsequently stira emotion. 
This ie the grand"Et thrill In all the 
world. 

Extending the Apostle's prlnciole 
we see thai wine Is but a specimen 
ot a class ot stimulants. All that be- 
gins from without belongs to the same 
class. The stimulus may be afforded 
by almost auy enjoyment at the 
seuses. Drunkenness may come from 
anything wherein Is excess; from 
over-Indulgence In pleasure, sport, 
music, iitij.'atur©, society, and even 
the delleht (it listening to oratory. 

This kind of fulness satiates and 
exhausts, the fulness ot the Spirit 
calms. 

We are peculiarly exposed in this 
age to the danger of over-stimulation 
ot the denser In the endeavor to get 
a thrin. More and moro are artificial 
e.tpedlentd being resorted to In order 
to excite the Jaded senses of a people 
sated wltli enjoyment. Jazz music, 
picture shows, sensational literature, 
new amusement devices, thrllllnE 
stunts are employed more and more 
in n mad effort to keep up the ex- 
cltemem and sharpen people's feel- 
ings against tho ruuiioiniiy of ovij;. 
once. Voung and old are demanding 
what they call "life" and are seeking 
to sustain it by new Impulses from 
without, instead of seeking that power 
within which can alone give true satis- 
faction. 

The Message for This Age 

It is those who are most unatted 
to sustala the danger, whose feelings 
need resir&lnt instead of spur, and 
whose Imaginations are most inflam- 
mable, that are specially espoa«d to 
It. 

"It is a mad world, my masters," 
li a saying of one of Shakespeare's 
thuracters. We will well conclude 
that this is so as we look upon a 
World mad with the excitement ot 
wars and rumors ot wars. o£ neW dis- 
coveries and inventions, o£ pollUeal

Coiled In the clrctil-ij tanks o£ a 
specially eonstrucied vessel, the total 
lutigtb 0: a trans-atlantic cable will 
weigh between six and seven thous- 
and tons; a copper-cored, iron-bound 
snake of a thing about twice as large 
as the ordinary garden hose in cir- 
(runiterence and some three thousand 
miles long. To lay this smoothly aud 
evenly along the bottoiu ot the ocean 
trom America to Euglaud is no simvile 
task. 

Perilous Task 

L,ist year, when the latest trans- 
atlantic cable was laid Erom Rock- 
away Beach, the cable-ship "Coloula" 
steamed In as close as possible to the 
lireakers and sent the shore end of 
the cable to land, buoyed up on bar- 
rels and ultimately dragged in by a 
motor truck with a. winch. Tben slow- 
ly the ship got under weigh, headed 
due east tor tho Azores. 

Out from its deep tank, soaked and 
slimy, the cables began slowly to 
nncoll.

Death Ever Threatening 

Nor can tbe condition be immediate- 
ly relieved by slacking oft. To back up 
on the cable means almoKt sivnly 
tbat somewhere deep down there in 
tbe (?arkncss the hlght will kink up 
and break itself. Then all the vork 
will have to be done over— a matter 
of a million dollars maybe. No, the 
cable-ship, whatever the tension upon 
the line, must always go ahead, slow. 
ly hut steadily. And, while death 
threatens at every instant, every man 
ot ihe MLeen or twenty along the 
length of the cable from forward tank 
to taffrail shtave must stand to his 
post. 

If the cable breaks — as sometimes it 
must — flag-draped Coffins will slip 
down into the deep, while the sur- 
vivors of the crew stand silent. 

But no sooner is the funeral finish- 
ed than Ihe ship must put about, grap- 
nels swinging to pick up tho lost line 
f'-om tbe slttiic al tiie ocean'a bed.

WHERE IT IS REAL COLD 

THE LATEST annual report of 
the activities of the Royal 
Canadian Mount(;d Police con- 
tains some tfi-se but vivid tales of 
the enormous hardships faced by 
these brave men in carrying out 
their duties in Arctic wastes. 

In liis 900-niile patrol from Pond's 
Inlet, at the northem end of Baffin 
Island, to Fury and Hecla Strait, In- 
spector C. E. Wilcox met a five-day 
blizzard so severe that for two days 
lie was unable to leave the igloo 
which the Eskimos had constructed. 
It was so cnld that the kerosene froze 
and had to be th.iwed out hy llin 
native oil lamps. On one occasion he 
climbed a frozen waterfall. 

In AuEUst, ly2T, Constable E- An- 
stoad, noted an inch of ice on the sea 
at Bacbe Peninsula, the most norther- 
ly post, which is only a few hundred 
miles from the Noith Fole. A 
glacier, moving at the rate of ten 
feet a year, had almoat blocked the 
pass from Flagler Fjord to Gretha- 
soer Bay Fjord on the west coast 
when Constable Anstead made hio 
850-mile patrol in March and April, 
1925. Despite the alai-m of the 
Eskimos he managed to squeeze 
through the narrow opening between 
tlie foot of the glacier and the cliff. 
Although the tempfrature wse thirty 
degresa below zero, Constable An- 
stead states that the men were bathed 
in peispiration.
